Tue “ New York Medical Journal,” of which Dr. 
Wm. A. Hammond is editor, has appeared in a new 
typographical dress and with features of literary 
and scientific interest which are highly creditable 
to all concerned in its production. Without pre- 
tending to pass any subtle criticisms upon the more 
technical and, to the layman’s eye, the more occult 
articles in the April number, we feel quite safe in 
saying that it will bear comparison with any publi- 
cation of similar character in the world. Such a 
magazine as this can be made the engine of vast 
good to the community, and “ The Medical Journal” 
is in hands which are incapable of using it save in 
such a direction. 

Tue following bit of literary history is of some 
interest just now, when there is so much talk 
about Dickens and his American publishers. Up 
to the publication of “Dombey and Son,” Mr. 
Dickens had never received anything from this 
side of the water for any reprint of his books. It 
was understood that he was rather more angry 
with Messrs. Harper & Brothers than with any 
other American publishers. They had just begun 
publishing their “ New Monthly Magazine,” and the 
publishers of “ The International Magazine” were 
contesting with the Harpers the first place in our 
periodical literature. After a severe and indecisive 
struggle of a year, one of the conductors of “The 
International’ conceived an idea which, if suecess- 
fully carried out, would have given the victory to 
that magazine; one of its publishers was going 
abroad, and was authorized to secure from Mr. 
Dickens “advanced sheets’? of his next novel 
fur publication in “The International.” The 

steamer on which he sailed had hardly got out of 
sight before Dr. Griswold, of “ The International,” 
had given to “The Evening Post” a sensational 
paragraph, stating that Mr. Dickens had been en- 
gaged to write for the “ International Magazine” a 
new novel, for which he was to be paid $2000—a 
sum larger in 1850 than in 1867, and considered 
very large for the favor demanded. The watchful 
Harpers sent out on the next steamer a messenger 
who went directly to Mr. Dickens and found him 
ready for any reasonable offer. ‘‘The Post” with 
| Dr. Griswold’s paragraph being shown him, he at 
once decided to hold the Yankees to the terms 
therein set forth, and agreed for the two thousand 
dollars to furnish Harper & Brothers with advanced 
sheets of the next novel, which was “ Bleak House.” 


|The messenger of “The International” had made 
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the very great blunder of going to Mr. Dickens’s pub- 
lisher instead of to Mr. Dickens himself, was told 
that Mr. Dickens was busied about private theatri- 
cals which would probably absorb his attention for 
an indefinite period, and that no new novel was in 
contemplation. In fact, it is very probable that, 
on account of the bargain with Harpers, “ Bleak 
House”’ was written before it otherwise would have 
been. However this may be, the gentleman who 
represented “The International” rested satisfied 
with what he had been told, and, without seeing 
Mr. Dickens, proceeded to the Continent in search 
of health, while Harpers’ shrewder messenger se- 
cured the coveted prize, and the publishers of ‘* The 
international” soon transferred their subscription 
list to their competitors. It appears then that 
Messrs. Stringer & Townsend took the first step, 
a'beit an abortive one, in the business of paying 
English authors for advanced sheets, a good custom, 


and one which seems to have benefited Mr. Dickens | 


alone to the extent of about $50,000. To this let 
us add, as connected with the subject, that one of 
the firm of Hurd & Honghton, being in England a 
few years since, offered to pay Mr. Dickens a certain 
share of the profits on the “ Household Edition” 
which they publish. This Mr. Dickens would not 
receive, considering himself debarred by his agree- 
ment with Messrs. Harper & Brothers.— The Nution. 
THERE has been of late a great deal of controversy 
among our publishers respecting their relative rights 
in the proprietary of certain English novels. At 
first sight such controversy would appear to be un- 
meaning enough, since none of them can apparently 
possess any such rights at all. There is no protec- 
tion for English authors here any more than there 
is protection for American authors in England. 
Any one who chooses to get a copy of a London 
book may print it in New York and make what he 
can out of it. This is so far patent and acknow- 
ledged that when one publisher complains upon 
such a score of infringement on the part of another, 
it is commonly received with that slight attention 
which is paid when the persuasion is general that 
there is no real basis upon which a complaint may 
rest. There is, however, a right and a wrong even 
here; and a careful examination not of hypothetical 
but of actual facts will show this to a demonstra- 
tion. For example, a short time back, the Messrs. 
Harper bought from Mr. Anthony Trollope the! 
advance sheets of his novel, called “The Claver- | 
ings,” for two thousand dollars, in order to be able | 
to issue the complete work before any other Ameri- | 
can house. This certainly was doing very much | 
better than to pay the author nothing at all; and | 
although the Messrs. Harpers made the purchase as 
a business transaction, and with the hope of profit, 
we do not think this ought to lessen their credit 
for it. Now, the publishers of “ Littell’s Living 
Age,” a periodical entirely made up of unpaid crib- 
bings from foreign contemporaries, had commenced | 
to print ** The Claverings” from the English serial 
issue before the publication of the whole work by | 
the Messrs. Harper; and on the appearance of the 
latter, in due course, Messrs. Littell, Son & Co. set | 
up a loud cry of complaint, and made a piteous | 
appeal for public sympathy, because the only issue 
of “The Claverings” printed in America which 
paid the author a price for his brains anticipated 
their own, which paid him not a penny! It sub- 
sequently appeared that Messrs. Littell, Son & Co. 
had offered the stereotype plates of “The Claver- 
ings” to the Messrs. Harpers, and made it a further | 
and especial ground of complaint against the latter | 
firm, that they declined the purchase of plates 
which were positively made in part from the Har- 
pers’ own edition after its publication. Now, ina 
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case like this there cannot be the least doubt as to 
who is right and who is wrong; and we refer to it 
thus explicitly because we find that some former 
remarks in these columns, referring to the same 
subject, were partially misconstrued. There can- 
not be a shade of question but that the Messrs. 
Harper, who thus honestly pay for a certain literary 
privilege, stand in a more honorable position, and 
are, therefore, better entitled to public respect and 
support than others who have paid nothing, and 
whose sole principle of business action is that of 
levying all possible profit which the law allows 
without the least regard to the moral aspects of the 
case.—Round Table.

To both these classes of readers we com- 
mend the well-printed and substantial volume just 
published by Scribner & Co., of New York, and en- 
titled “The Literary Life of James K. Paulding.” 
His son, who has tastefully and judiciously fulfilled 
a labor of love, by preparing this interesting memo- 
rial of his father—by selecting the most salient 
passages of his autobiography, the most character- 
istic personal sketches from his pen and the most 
suggestive portions of his correspondence—havre 
succeeded in presenting us with a complete and 
satisfactory picture and record, which not only 
makes us intimately acquainted with Paulding, but 
introduces us to his times, to the society, the pub- 
lic questions, and the important events of the day. 
The book is thoroughly American. It reviews the 
choicest passages of Irving’s youth; it brings back 
the social facts and phases of life in New York sixty 
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years ago; it abounds in pleasant episodes, curious 
anecdotes, and attractive literary reminiscences. 
We are pleased to know it is the precursor of a new 
and select edition of Paulding’s writings. It will 
add a standard work to American biography, and a 
permanent chapter to American literary history ; 
while to the general reader it affords a pleasant 
picture of New York life, and a characteristic por- 
trait of a native author associated with the best 
men of his time, and wielding a pen thoroughly 
devoted to his country.—Boston Transcript. 


A CORRESPONDENT in Bremen sends us the follow- | 


ing communication concerning Lucas’ German and 
English Dictionary :— 

“The most scientific and elaborate German and 
English Dictionary ever published is, without 
doubt, that of Professor Lucas, of Bremen. It was 
commenced as long ago as 1853, and has been pub- 
lished in instalments to subscribers from that time 
down to the present. The English-German part 
has been completed, and the German-English part 
will probably be completed by New Year’s, 1868, as 
only two instalments are wanting, and the work is 
now nearly tothe end of the letter T. What dis- 
tinguishes Professor Lucas’ German and English 
Dictionary from all others of the class is its great 
scientific value. There are seventy distinct disci- 
plines (or arts, sciences, trades, &c.) which the 
author has constantly had in view. The elder Eng- 
lish poets, such as Spenser, Shakspeare, and their 
successors, are frequently quoted; and the English 
language has for the first time opened its treasures 
to the Germans. The same may be said of the 
German language. The present state of science in 
Germany has found its expression in a dictionary 
which will, in time, become of great value to the 
English and American scientific world. In the de- 
partment of theology, for example, there is no dic- 
tionary which so faithfully interprets the theological 
phraseology of the divines of Germany as this work. 
Indeed we do not know of another which has made 
this a specialty.” 


MARRIAGE IN THE Unitep States.—This work, 
translated from the French of Aug. Carlier, and 
recently published by De Vries, Ibarra & Co., Bos- 
ton, has already, we understand, reached the fourth 
edition.

Turre has lately been published, by Smith, Elder 
& Co., London, “Stanzas by a Century of Poets, 
being Japanese Lyrical Odes, translated into Eng- 
lish with Explanatory Notes, the Text in Japanese 
and Roman Characters, and a full Index, by J. B. 
Dickins, M.B.” Of this work the “Atheneum” | 
says: “The ‘Japanese Odes,’ translated by Mr. 
Dickins, though not very remarkable for their 
poetical merit, have much interest of another | 
kind. They reflect the mental life and emotions | 
of a distant and unfamiliar region, and at first | 
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| startle us by their correspondence with our own, 
| They breathe the same domestic feelings and the 
| same love of nature, though they are, of course, 
tinged at times with local color and influenced by 
| national scenes and customs. Much light is thrown 
| on the text by the comments of the translator, who 
| has conscientiously performed an important task.” 


| Tue Kitmarnock Burns. —Nearly eighty-one years 
ago the first edition, 600 copies, of Burns’ poems 
was published in the small town of Kilmarnock. 
A copy of that edition is scarce and valuable. Mr. 
James McKie, publisher in Kilmarnock, has pro- 
duced a fac-simile of this volume, and a Scottish 
journal says “has succeeded so well in getting up 
a reprodactionthat, barring its clear and fresh-like 
| appearance, it would be almost impossible to dis- 
| tinguish it from any of the issues of 1786 now re- 
maining. The title-page, with the ornamental 
border, the type, the punctuation, and what printers 
| call ‘spacing,’ are all an exact copy of the original. 
Even the drilled paper, which has been specially 
| made to order, is of the same texture and appear- 
ance as that on which the first edition was printed. 
The old-fashioned binding of blue paper boards 
with a white backing is likewise the same. Allto- 
gether, the edition is as creditable to the Kilmarnock 
press of the present day as the first was to that of the 
|last century. Mr. McKie’s enterprise has been re- 
warded as it deserved—the whole of the six hundred 
copies being subscribed for a considerable time be- 
| fore they were printed. Some years ago the editions 
of Burns were estimated at from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty ; but from a catalogue which 
| Mr. McKie bas drawn up, it appears that they far 
| exceed that number. There are now upwards of 
three hundred and fifty different issues, besides 
| American editions and pieces published separately. 
| We do not believe that any other poet, not excepting 
| Shakspeare himself, has gone so often through the 
| printer’s hands.” 
| Frovpe’s Sort Stvupres.—Mr. James Anthony 
Froude, the historian, will immediately publish two 
volumes of “Short Studies on Great Subjects.” 


Tre Yemeniz Linrary.—This collection, supposed 
|to be perhaps the richest in ancient and curious 
| books which has come to the hammer since the 
celebrated sales of the Duc de La Valliére, in 1784, 
and of the Count de M’Carthy, in 1816, is to be 
sold by auction, during the present month, in Paris, 
and the catalogue comprises 4,000 volumes. It was 
commenced in 1804, by M. Yemeniz, the Turkish 
Consul at Lyons, and Member of the Société des 
Bibliophiles Frangais, and, among other treasures, 
includes 2 fine examples of block-printing; 36 
manuscripts on vellum, of which some are ex- 
ceedingly precious ; 13 manuscripts on paper; 27 
printed works on vellum ; 176 early printed works, 
with dates ; 35 early works, without dates, printed 
at Lyons in the fifteenth century ; 15 early works, 
with dates, printed at Lyons during the same cen- 
tury ; 448 early works printed at Lyons during the 
sixteenth century, of which there are 96 by De 
Cournes and 13 by Dolet. There are in it twelve 
works which belonged to the celebrated biblio- 
philist Grolier, and seventy come from celebrated 
libraries. Nine works bear the signatures of emi- 
nent men, among which will be found “ L’Assertio 
Septem Sacramentorum adversus martinum luthe- 
rem,” which Henry the Eighth, King of England, 
published against Luther in 1521, the copy bearing, 
at the beginning and at the end, the signature of 
that king. This library contains also twenty-six 
works of Symphorien Champier, as well as a con- 
siderable number of the works of Aldus and Elzevir, 
and works printed at Paris and other cities during 
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the sixteenth century, among which there are 
many Editiones Principes, which have their owners’ 
marks, and also some which have their margins 
perfect. It is rich, also, in romances of chivalry of 
various kinds, of mysteries, of books on costume, 
lace, hunting, the culinary art, medicine, music, 


&c. The majority of the books in this collection | 


have been re-bound : those of the last century by 
Dusseuil, Deromes, Pasdeloup; and those of this 
century by Simier, Chourenin, Bauzonnet, Crautz- 
Bauzonnet, Duru, Niedrée, Capé, and other cele- 
brated binders. Lastly, M. Delbergue Cormon, of 
Paris, will conduct the sale. 


A Curiosty or ApVERTISING.—In a London paper, 
a gentleman who states that he is “ the latest trans- 
lator of the ‘Secreta Monita’ of the Jesuits, in the 
*Mason’s Magazine,’ 1866,” has an advertisement 
addressed “To the Loyal Protestant Aristocracy of 
England,” in which he kindly “ offers his gratuitous 
lectures on the natural, scientific explanation of all 
historical mysteries, magic, and miracles used by 
the hierarchies of all ages for the coercion of 
royalty, aristocracy, and the people kept purposely 
ignorant. By him the prophecies, dreams, second- 
sight, the crystal mysteries, mesmerism, clairvoy- 
ance, all magnetic tormentings by Jesuit doctors, 
Pio IX.’s instantaneous cures, with all tricks of the 
Perversional Propagauda, will be explained, and 
their effects forever after frustrated.”” He con- 
cludes, in an impressive manner, with a threat, 
involving a prophecy, that “if no application 
ensues, England must have ceased to be Protestant 
and to be free,’”’ and states that he is to be applied 
to “by a committee personally, not by letter, any 
day, between 9 and 3,” at a certain address in the 
northern suburbs of London.

is praised for clear and sometimes picturesque nar- 
ration, for prevailing good sense, for being calm, 
unbiased, even over-judicial, and purely historical 
—praise not to be given any other history of Scot- 
land. 

Byroy on THR Stace.—The modern Italian drama 
must be a singular institution, if we may judge by 
a play lately produced at Florence, of which Lard 
Byrou is the hero.

Tue “London Examiner” says: “Five volumes 
have now appeared of the issue of the famous lite- 
rary history of France, begun by the Benedictines 
of St. Maur, and continued in these days by a lite- 
rary committee that in the twenty-fourth volume 
has only worked its way into the fourteenth cen- 
tury.”’ 

LirrLe, Brown & Co. have in press “ Modern In- 
quiries: Classical, Professional, and Miscellaneous,” 
by Jacob Bigelow, late President of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, and ex-professor in 
| Harvard University. This volume is a series of 
| essays, chiefly on classical and scientific subjects. 

The same firm will publish this month “ The Jesuits 
in North America in the Seventeenth Century,’’ by 
Francis Parkman. They have also in press a new 
law book, “ A Digest of the Decisions of the Supreme 
Court relating to Currency, Commerce, and Reve- 
nue,” prepared under the auspices of the Treasury 
Department. 

Mr. James GreEswoop, the “ Amateur Casual,”’ 
who seems determined to make hay while the sun 
shines, has lately published a volume of “ Legends 
of Savage Life,” with illustrations by Ernest Griset, 
who is sometimes advertised as “the English Doré.” 


A staturof Adam Smith has lately been executed 
by M. Gasser, an artist of Vienna, from the only 
two existing portraits.

Mapame Rotann’s Letrers.—M. Dauban has 
recently published a new edition, which is the 
first complete one, of a series of letters addressed by 
Madame Roland to her school-fellows, Sophie and 
Henriette Carmet, and which extend over a series 
of eleven years, viz., from 1770 to 1781. A num- 
ber of these letters were printed in 1841, but the 
editor of the collection, M. Breuil, suppressed pas- 
sages here and there on account of their reference 
to persons who were still living. These incon- 
venient individuals having since gone the way of 
all flesh, we have now not only the mutilated let- 
ters entire, but the whole of the series addressed to 
the two Carmets, besides a number of others written 
by Madame Roland to Servan, Brissot, and Robes- 
pierre, with a few miscellaneous documents, inter- 
esting in their connection with the personal history 
of this famous heroine of the French Revolution. 


Tue Manovractrre or Novets.—The disclosures 
recently made in the “ Atheneum” concerning the 
manufacture of novels have been followed by simi- 
lar revelations in the “ Pall Mall Gazette,” the 
result of the combined discoveries being in support 
of an opinion that the objectionable practice of 
reproducing old works under new names prevails 
largely among fabricators of stories. Mr. Wills’s 
“The Love that Kills,” recently published by the 
Brothers Tinsley, as a new novel for the current 
season, is a slightly amended reprint of a novel 
issued a few years since by Messrs. Hurst & 
Blackett, under the title of “ Life’s Foreshadow- 
ings.”’ On its first appearance the book was a com- 
mercial failure; and therefore Mr. Wills deems 
himself justified in trying to push it upon the 
market, strengthened by a few trivial alterations 
and a more attractive title. In like manner Mrs. 
Henry Wood, author of “ East Lynne” and other 
stories, has rewritten one of her old tales, and, dis- 
carding its original title, has published it under 
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the name of “ Lady Adelaide’s Oath.’’ Thus, there 
stand at the bar of public opinion three novelists— 
Mr. Wills, Mrs. Henry Wood, and the mysterious 
author of “The Black Band”—convicted of a 
practice that must necessarily occasion inconveni- 
ence to readers, and perplexity, if not substantial 
loss, to “the trade,” and must in the long run be 
attended with disadvantage to the authors,

OBITUARY. 


Peter vox Cornetivs, the famous artist, who may 
be said to have revived fresco painting in Germany, 
has died, at the advanced age of 80. He went to 
Italy in 1811, and there devoted himself to the 
works of Michael Angelo. On his return, he was 
employed by King Louis, of Bavaria, to ornament, 
with original paintings, the Glyptothek and other 
public buildings in Munich. Subsequently, he was 
similarly commissioned by the late King of Prussia, 
in Berlin. His “Last Judgment,’’ a celebrated 
picture, is the largest in the world—being 62 feet 
high by 38 feet wide. The “Shield of Faith,” pre- 
sented by the King of Prussia on the occasion of 
his being sponsor for the Prince of Wales, was 
made from designs by Cornelius.

Mr. Rosert Bett, the original editor of “The | 
Atlas,” a London weekly journal of larger than | 
ordinary size, established in 1826, died in London, | 
on April 12th, in his 68th year. He was born in| 
Cork in 1800, received an excellent education, and | 
became a magazine writer while completing his | 
studies in Dublin.
